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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claim 12 is objected to as such improperly removes a limitation previously set 
forth, i.e. the cable and cable tube. Correction is required in response to this action. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Borst 
et al. 

Borst et al. Discloses the claimed invention, including first and second brackets. 
Fittings 63 and 65 are provided, and engage within opposite ends of the bore. Such 
fittings are themselves provided with a bore which accommodates a cable tube 
therewithin, and a cable 41 being reciprocatingly received therewithin. 

Re claim 12, such is not a positive recitation of such function, merely a statement 
that such is possible, and in the instant case, such is inherent. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Treinen 
et al. 
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Treinen et al. discloses the claimed invention, including s cylindrical bore 202 
extending through the first and second brackets coaxial with the rotation axis, and 
having a piston and rod within the bore, and operatively connected to the propulsion unit 
for steering same. 

Re claim 3, "comprises a cylinder for the actuator", such fails to define any 
specific structure and/or arrangement so as to define over Treinen et al., as such 
bracket has/forms a cylinder which houses the actuator. 

Re "the piston being substantially solid", such fails to define any specific structure 
and/or arrangement so as to define over the piston of Treinen, as "substantially" 
meaning the same as "approximately" broadens the limitation such that a solid is not 
required to meet the limitation, and furthermore, since the piston of Treinen is not a gas 
or liquid, it is solid. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 9/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments re the rejection based upon Treinen are addressed above. 

Applicant argues that Borst fails to provide "end fittings engaging opposite 
ends... through the openings, as set forth in claim 11. Applicant then references Figure 1 
in support thereof. 

In response, "a cable tube" is not a positive recitation of a tube having a cable 
therein, and as claimed, such fails to define over the tube of Borst. 

Applicant's statement on page 9 of the response, "Applicant notes... it depends" 
is not understood in its entirety. 
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6. Claims 16-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 4-10 are allowed.
